Prof. Thorp, a member of the 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search, who recently was chosen 
to study industrial economics -in 
connection with the Hoover na- 
tional survey of business condi- 
tions, cited statistics to support 
his attack on the value of mergers 
as a business cure. 

Contrary to popular belief, merg- 
ers have increased rather than re- 
duced production costs, he said 

“Of the 199 automobile and ac- 
cessory concerns which have dis- 
appeared since 1928, 130 have 
merged and sixty-nine have been 
bought out and discontinued,” Prof 
Thorp said. 

“The merger is far from the gold- 
en cure-all for industrial ills that it 
has come to symbolize to many ex- 
ecutives. They are by no means 
universally successful. 

“The merger does not cut pro- 
duction costs. contrary to popular 
belief. Figures obtained from a} 
number of industries show 
costs in 
duced by mergers, and 
cases have been raised through the 
vastly greater expense of maintain- 
ing the larger organization 

“The great factor in the success 
of a merger is the same as in the 
Small business, the human element. 
Good management or the lack of it 
can make or break any concern, 
however large. 

“The chief reason for the mer- 
ger, which has come to be a com- 
mon thing in our industrial life, 
seems to be the necessity of or- 
ganizing for a more potent attack 
on markets. Production is now a 
relatively simple matter to indus- 
try. It is the selling of the prod- 
uct that requires the greatest 
effort. 

“Many industries are overexpand- 
ed, and mergers enable them to 
control production and fix prices

D* TROIT, Sept. 20.—Millions of 

doilars could be saved annually 
by the automobile-owning public 
through a more strict observance 
of the factors that control the 
gasoline mileage offered by the 
average automobile, it was re- 
vealed today in a survey on fuel 
economy just completed by the 
Chevrolet Motor Company. This 
information is passed on to deal- 
ers and is expected to prove a val- 
uable service to their customers. 

A gain of from two to five miles 
on a gallon of gas could be ef- 
fected on the average, it was shown, 
if the motorist paid strict atten- 
tion to the elements that govern 
fuel consumption.

AUGUST OUTPUT 
REACHES 513,843 


First Nine Months Sure 
To Top Total for 
All of 1928 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY 
ASHINGTON, Sept. 20. 
—Production of pas- 

senger cars and trucks in the 
United States and Canada 
during the first eight months 
of this year aggregated 
1,443,450 units, as compared 
with 3,236,364 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1928, rep- 
resenting an increas eof 
1,207,026, or 27 per cent. 

This was the largest’ eight 
months’ production in the history 
of the industry, it was disclosed to- 
day by the official figures compiled 
by the Department of Commerce. 

The government's official fig- 
ures were 2,550 less than those 
compiled by the National Auteo- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, 
which estimated a total of 4,446,- 
000 units for the eight months’ 
period, or an estimated gain of 37 
per cent. over the same period of 
last year. 

The output of passenger cars dur- 
ing August in the United States 
and Canada, according to the de- 
partment’s figures, was 513,843, as 
compared with 492,543 in August. 
1928 

The production of passenger cars 
in the United States alone during 
August amounted to 443,714, repre- 
senting an increase of 17555 over 
July, and 43,590 over August, 1928

Dynamite and Gasoline 
PON a recent occasion the president of a big Canadian 
welding company told a convention of his confreres 
that the energy developed by a gallon of gasoline vapor is 
equal to that which is stored in ninety-seven pounds of 
dynamite. 

During the war an inventor invited a number 
nieal experts in the government service to visit his labora- 
tory and inspect a new airplane engine which he had pro- 
duced and which he claimed developed almost an impossible 
horsepower output. The experts attended the showing 
somewhat cynically, but were surprised to find that the 
engine did all that its inventor claimed in the way of power 
output. At the end of the demonstration the inventor naively 
told his secret. The engine was being run from a box of 
nitroglycerine pills, which seemed to agree exceptionally 
well with its internal economy. Report says that the gather- 
ing of experts, when they heard this bit of news, departed 
from that place without even waiting for hats or coats. 

However, what we started to say was that gasoline 
carelessly handled, or receptacles that have contained 
gasoline, cans, drums, etc., and which are still filled with 
gasoline vapor are entirely likely to develop some of the 
less pleasant characteristics of the dynamite, with which 
the speaker compared motor fuel. Gasoline is so much 
an every-day matter with most of us that we do not always 
give it the respect that is its due. There are a good many 
service stations and other shops that could remember this 
with benefit to themselves. 


Missouri Shows Us 


ISSOURI has long been noted as the state that demands 

to be shown. The people of that state, however, have 
just taken an opportunity of showing most of the rest of 
us how to handle a matter that is extremely pertinent to 
modern life. 

Missouri has just placed on the books a constitutional 
amendment under the terms of which the present gasoline 
tax, which is two cents per gallon, is not to be disturbed 
for a period of ten years. The earnest legislators may look 
about for something else to tax, but for ten years they are 
forbidden to take the usual course of swatting the unfor- 
tunate motor vehicle owners for any extra money they may 


need. Furthermore, the Missouri amendment provides that 
every cent of money brought into the treasury by the gaso- 
line tax law is to be spent on the roads. 


Missouri has set an excellent precedent, and one that 
other states will do well to follow.

A NUMBER of modern flying 
fields are now arranging to 
conserve and recondition their 


used motor oil. Not only does this 
eliminate a serious waste, but in 
most instances the renewed oil 
has been found to give superior 
service 

One of the new machines for 
this purpose is the Skinner Oil 
Reclaimer. Eleven of these units 
were recently ordered by the War 
Department Air Corps for installa- 
tion at government flying fields 
in Ohio, Texas and California. 

The operation of this reclaimer 
is simple, only electric current be- 
ing required. The purifying proc- 
ess is continuous and is safe- 
guarded by automatic controls. 
These are claimed not only to in- 
sure uniform quality in the oil, 
but to a large extent eliminate 
labor and attention, and, conse- 
quently, a surprisingly low oper- 
ating cost per gallon is made 
possible. 

In the Skinner process the used 
motor oil, after a period of set- 
tling in convenient drums, is first 
refined under vacuum in an elec- 
trically heated still. (The liquid 
impurities distilled off in this 
chamber are condenséd in a tank 
below the machine.) The oil, 
after being refined, is then passed 
through a series of specially pre- 


pared filters, which catch and 
remove al] dirt and abrasive. The 
clean, full-bodied oil leaving the 


filters is allowed to flow by grav- 
ity into a storage drum or tank 
and is once again ready for use 
in the motor.

HIS is a year of real expansion for the Tung-Sol Lamp 
Works, Inc., and the expansion in earnings shown in 
1928 over the preceding year is being continued. The net in- 
come for the current year is expected to be much greater 
than that of 1928, despite the financing of a new plant out 


of earnings. 

This new plant is being erected adjoining the present factory at 
Newark, N. J., for the purpose of manufacturing radio tubes, and will 
be ready for operations on January 1, 1930. One of the recent develop- 
ments in the company was a license agreement under which the company 
will make radio tubes under the patents of the Radio Corporation of 
This agreement is for the period of seventeen years. 
| That the company is entering the radio industry in earnest is seen 
| in the recent purchase of the entire business of the Brown & Caine 

Company of Chicago, manufacturer of condensers and other radio 

devices. After the purchase of this company it was reorganized into 

Brown & Caine, Inc., as a wholly owned subsidiar Brown & Caine, 
| Ene., has factory sales branches at Atlanta, Ga.; Portland, Ore.; Los 

Angeles, Cal.; Kansas City and Denver. 

Tung-Sol has for many years been one of the leading producers of 
automobile lamp bulbs, which are distributed through about a score olf 
agents throughout the United States under the trade names of “Tung- 
Scl,” “Fixed Focus,” “Tulite” and “Bi-Focal.” 

These bulbs are manufactured under a reciprocal license agreement 
| with the General Electric Company, which makes the “Tulite” automobile 
lamps under a license granted by Tung-Sol, which controls the patents. 
These two companies have a complete exchange of patents in these lines. 

Among the passenger automobiles on which Tung-Sol products are 
used as equipment are Buick, Chevrolet, Chrysler, Ford, Hupp, Willys- 
Knight, Graham-Paige, Whippet, Dodge, Pontiac, Durant and Oakland. 

The Tung-Sol company recently purchased a patent license from the 
Neptron Corporation, which had been licensed by General Electric to 
make a miniature incandescent electric light. Tung-Sol also purchased 
the machinery and equipment of this company, which was a subsidiary 
of the Hygrade Lamp Company. 

Earnings of the Tung-Sol company in the first six months of 
1929 showed a large increase over the first half of 1928, the net 
income being $537,855, or $1.95 a share on the common, as compared 
with $402,291, or $1.35 a share, a gain this year of 34 per cent. The 
net income of the company in 1928 was $744,681, as compared with 
$697,761 in the preceding year. The 1929 net per common share is 
estimated at $5. 

The company was incorporated in 1925 to take over the Tung-Sol 
Lamp Works, which had been established in 1917. The present capitali- 
zation cons.sts of 70,000 shares of no par $3 cumulative convertible pre- 
ferred stock, of which 50,000 shares are outstanding, and 300,000 shares 
of no par common, of which 200,000 shares are out. The capitalization 
was changed in June of this year from 150,000 Class A and 150,000 no 
par common shares. Three shares of the old Class A stock were 
exchanged for one new preferred and two new common shares and three 
o’d common shares were exchanged for two new preferred. The new pre- 
ferred stock is convertible into the common, share for share, and is 
redeemable at $52.50. The common stock of the company is listed on the 
New York Curb Exchange, where it is selling at around $42 a share.
